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PUBLIC  SAFETY 


On  the  first  of  October,  Mr.  Gordon  Penfold  became  the  Town's  first  full-time 
Chief  of  Public  Safety.  His  background  prior  to  joining  Los  Altos  Hills  includes 
extensive  law  enforceinent  and  fire  fighting  experience  in  Public  Safety  Departments 
including,  in  each  case,  broad  leadership  positions. 

In  1950  he  joined  the  newly  organized  Sunnyvale  Public  Safety  Department  and 
became  Ccnmander  of  that  Department  in  1959.  In  1965,  Mr.  Penfold  created  the  Foster 
City  Public  Safety  Department  and  headed  it  until  1971.  Since  1974,  Penfold,  through 
his  private  security  corpany,  has  been  providing  supnlemental  patrols  and  services  to 
the  Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills. 

His  new  duties  will  inclixie: 

1.  Establishing  24-hour  public  safety  (police  and  fire) 

2.  Expanding  the  comnunication  systan  for  the  fully  integrated 
emergency  services 

3.  Recruiting  and  training  officers  to  be  fully  qualified  as  fire 
fighters,  policemen  and  Level  I  emergency  medical  technicians 

4.  Defining  and  acquiring  the  specific  equipment  needed,  and 

5.  Refining  the  budget  to  phase  in  the  new  services. 

Penfold  has  a  very  exceptional  talent  in  the  field  of  Public  Safety  and  is 
thoroughly  familiar  with  Los  Altos  Hills.  We  wclcone  him  aboard!

As  a  result  of  the  increased  participation  by  Los  Altos  Hills  residents  in  these 
clean-up  days,  the  following  procedures  are  being  established  so  that  everyone  may 
be  treated  fairly  and  efficiently  and  the  trucks  may  leave  for  the  disposal  site 
pronptly  at  2:00  p.m.: 

1.  Only  debris  that  is  boxed,  bagged  or  bundled  and  easy  to 
handle;  cuttings  that  are  bundled  no  larger  than  3'x4' 
will  be  accepted  at  the  truck  stations; 

2.  Large  loads  of  cuttings  or  debris,  that  do  not  conply  with 
the  above,  will  be  unloaded  by  the  resident  at  debris  box 
locations;  this  includes  appliances,  wood,  furniture,  etc.

LANDSCAPING  SUGGESTIONS 
FROM  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL 
DESIGN  COMMITTEE 

Privacy  -  a  very  important  part  of  our  life 
here  in  the  hills.  How  can  we  best  achieve 
it  without  disturbing  the  rural  atmosphere 
of  our  Town?  How  often  have  we  seen  trees 
lined  up  as  soldiers  in  review  for  the 
purpose  of  screening  the  property?  Are 
there  better  ways  of  getting  the  same 
results  which  do  not  put  forth  a  formal, 
unnatural  appearance?  Perhaps  so.  Con- 
sider, for  example,  setting  back  every 
other  tree  in  an  irregular  manner  to  give 
a  sanewhat  staggered,  casual  look.  Add 
sane  bushes  and  "voila"  you  have  a  natural 
screen  with  a  rural  casual  look. 

Of  course  you  want  to  use  native  plants  as 
much  as  possible.  They  need  no  care  once 
established  and  are  more  adapted  to  the 
area.
